Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an 
information disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98.

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the first line contains a 
typographical error. "A method for manufacturing mothod for manufactur i ng a 
wearable monitoring system" should be changed to read -A method for manufacturing a 
wearable monitoring system-. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujisaki 
etal. (US Patent 4,425,921). 

Regarding claims 1,3,6 and 7, Fujisaki et al. discloses a method for 
manufacturing a wearable cardiac monitoring system (title; Fig. 4) comprising a fabric- 
based elastic belt for housing electrodes (Fig. 4; column 3, lines 5-10; column 5, lines 
45-55) wherein at least two electrodes are provided by molding conductive rubber 
through the elastic belt (column 5, lines 59-64). It is noted that vulcanization of a rubber 
is inherently achieved in the molding process, and further that all commercially used 
rubbers, specifically within the medical field, are vulcanized because it is only through 
the vulcanization process that rubber becomes durable and functional. Therefore, this 
claim limitation does not distinguish over the prior art. 
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Regarding claim 2, Fujisaki et al. discloses electrical wiring for providing electrical 
connections to the electrodes permanently attached to the electrodes after the mould is 
released (column 5, lines 64-66). It is noted that, since the wire is connected to the 
terminal of the electrode and both the electrode and wire are molded within the strap, 
they are considered permanently attached, as one would be required to alter or destroy 
the strap in order to disconnect the electrode from the lead wire. Therefore, this claim 
does not distinguish over the prior art. 

Regarding claim 4, because the lead wire (Fig. 3b, lead wire 15c) is molded 
completely within the sensor strap 91 , any flexion in the belt in an x-y-z plane will cause 
a substantially equal flexion in the lead wire since they form an integral component of 
the device. Therefore, Fujisaki et al. is considered to disclose using a material for the 
wiring that has substantially the same elasticity as the material of the elastic belt. 

Regarding claim 5, Fujisaki et al. discloses that the material for wiring is a 
conductive rubber because the terminal 15b (Fig. 3b) used to connect lead 15c to 
electrode 15a is reasonably considered a material for wiring. 

Regarding claim 8, Fujisaki et al. discloses a system further comprising a motion 
sensor (abstract; Fig. 6; column 6, lines 21-59). The pulse sensor detects the motion 
of blood flow to determine pulse, and therefore meets the requirement of being a motion 
sensor.
